BY THE TROUBLE, 


San Francisco, July 30.—Owing to 


the stiike of the Water Front Fed- 
eration, which was inaugurated to- 


day, 
the business section of the city 


Is completely tied up tad indications 
are that business stagnation will 
ensue. Although a large number of 
men were secured to fill the places of 
the strikers, little merchandise has 
been movfed. 
No disturbances have 


been reported. 


This culmination 
of the 
labor 


troubles in this city came last night, 
when the Water Front Federation or- 
dered a general strike on <the docks 
of San Francisco, Oakland, Itossion 
Rock and) Port Costa, to go into 
effect this morning. 


The resolution to strike, which re- 


ceived the unanimous indorsement o* 
every delegation »to the federation, 
was short, but its effect will be to 
cause a temporary paralysis of the 
shipping business of San (Francisco 
such as has not been, known before. 
It reads as follows: 


"The full membership of the City 


Front Federation refuses to work at 
;he docks of San Francisco, Oakland, 
Port Co^ta and Mission Rock. The 
steamers 'Bonita and Walla Walla, 
with mail and passengers, now in the 
sream, will be allowed to go to sea." 


This action, which is a direct out- 


come of the lock-out of the team&ters, 
will have for its immediate effect the 
cessation of all labor in and around 
the great docks of the city about San 
Francisco bay. 


The Sand Teamsters' 
union and 


the Oakland Teamster's union alstf 
ordered a strike. This will make a 
total of over 25,000 union workmen 
who have sopped their labor since the 
middle of May last, divided as fol- 
ows: 
City Front Federation, comprising 


fourteen organisations, 15,000 men; 
machinists1 and iron workers, 7,000; 
cooks and waiters, 1,500; sand team- 
sters, 600; Oakland teamsters, 1,000; 
total number of men out, 25,100. 


The tie-up will be complete af the 


plansi of the labor unions arfc suc- 
cessful. They hope to stop Mae load- 
ing anxL even to prevent the moving 
of ships that are now almost ready 
for departure. 


Unless the proprietors and mana- 


gers arfe able to secure sufficient non- 
union labor to help load and masu 
bhejr vessels, the strike will poeti- 
cally mean, the closing of the port 
and the suspension of business in the 
wholesale and manufacturing 
sec- 


tions of San IFrancisco and Oakland. 


The ferry boats -are not affected by 


the strike. Union men employed on 
them will not be called out and Ibcal 
travel and freight ftransfers will not 
be disturbed. 


When the n-ews of the action of the 


federation was sent to the various 
headquarters of the unions inter- 
ested it was greeted with tumultous 
chesaing, showing that all of the or- 
ganisations were in -accord with the 
strike order. 'Meotlbers of the Em- 
ployer^ association State (that they 
have fully considered the cost of the 
strike and arfc prepared to toeet it. 
The steamship managers will hold a 
meeting today to consider their 
course. They are not ihembel's of the 
E-nrployerfe* association, but will act 
in harmony with it. They express 
the opinion that they will be able 
to nwive ocean-going vessels, but will 
not disclose iheir plans,

to prevent threatened damage at 
Rulo, Neb, and other points, and 
$146,000 to complete the lock and 
dam at Osage River, Mo. The com- 
mission, in its report, complains of 
the inadequacy of appropriations for 
accomplishing useful results on the 
Missouri river or for making pro- 
gress toward an ultimate improve- 
ment. The fact that there is little 
coa&meice on the -river the commis- 
sion Attributes "entirely to the con- 
dition of the river, wliich is sudh that 
it is hazardous to run bpats and im- 
possible to obtain insurance at reas- 
onable lates. No commerce of conse- 
quenec can be expected until the 
river is put in navigable condition 
and opened to 'the mouth "

The people -who suffer for water are 
not concerned in which system may 
prove the best. Whatever is the best 
they want installed and that without 
delay after tests of fields have de- 
termined the supply and trial of sys* 
teams has made clear which will give 
most complete satisfaction. 


If more pumps are necessary to 


distribute the water over the- city 
after it has been lifted from the wells 
the people will cheerfully acquiesce 
in whatever expenditure may be nee 
essary to meet the demand for plenty 
of water. 


The solution of the water supply 


problem appears to have been given 
a powerful start and it shows what 
eaiji be accomplished when common 
sense and earnest purpose become the 
rules of action. We believe that be- 
fore many weeks the water question 
can be settle-d as it should be and as 
it ought to have been before tl'is, 
provided the recommendations of the 
committee are permitted to be carried 
out free from obstruction, of any sort. 
This do-something policy will ha*t> 
goad results, both 
as regards the 


solving of the water question and the 
enforcement of a valuable lesson that 
may be applied hereafter to other 
problems that vitally affect the gen- 
eral welfare.

Little doubt is entertained, how- 


ever, that the action of President 
Shaffer and Secretary Williams will 
be ratified.

tion by telephone and a conference 
will at once follow. 


STKEL TRUST CONFEREES. 
The combine conferees will prob- 


ably be tihe same as at the previous 
conference and will include Veryl 
Preston, late president of the Amer- 
ican Steel Hoop company W. L. 
Leeds, of the American Tin Pkta 
company; John Warner, general su- 
perintendent of the American Sheet 
Steel company, and I. W. Jenks, 
manager of the American Steel Hoop 
company, The important question to 
be decided is what constitutes a un- 
ion mill. The Amalgamated people 
claim a mill is union as soon as thoy 
have secured a foothold in it. 
On 


the other hand, the steel people argue 
that a mill is not -union until at least 
a majority of .tihe skilled workmen 
have joined the Amalgamated associ- 
ation. 


Upon the settlement of this ques- 


tion, it is thought, will hinge the set- 
tlement of the strike, 


The combine conferees are located 


at the Hotel Schenley, where they 
were met this morning by W. E. 
Corey, president of the Carnegie Steel 
company, but like all the others in- 
terested in *he strike, they also re- 
fused to say anything as to what will 
be done today. 


THEY FELT GOOD. 


The conference lasted until 13:30 


o'clock, wihen a recess of an hour was 
taken for lunch. The members of the 
board were smiling when they came 
out of the room, but one and all posi- 
tively refused to say anything con- 
cerning the discussion or the prob- 
ability of the board accepting the 
compromise proposed at the 
New 


York conference last Saturday. 


President Shaffer said a decision 


would not likely be reacfhed until a 
late hour this afternoon, as the dib- 
cussion would be protracted. 


Shortly after tihe session opened 


Joseph Bishop, secretary of the Ohio 
state board of arbitration, and H. M.

Both are former presidents of the 
Amalgamated association and have 
been trying to arrange a peaceful set- 
tlement ever since the strike began. 


USED THE TELEPHONE. 


Garland did not remain, long, and 


when he departed he (hurriedly 
walked up street. 
During the con- 


feience Secretary Williams frequent- 
ly had resort to the telephone and it 
is presumed he was in communica- 
tion with New York, but nothing 
definite could be learned* 


A member of the executive board 


stated that if the terms of the com- 
bine were accepted President Shaffer 
would be given discretionary powers 
to settle the strike at the final^ con- 
ference between the representatives 
of the combine >and the Amalgamated 
association. 


The conference was resumed at 


8:45, with all members of the board 
present and the same secrecy main- 
tained. 


WILL BE DECISIVE,
